•howed  his  giMxf  senoe  by  at  once  ditch  irg* 
ing  the  captions  eight  hour  uien,  and  put 

•  inir  ten  hour  men  in  their  place*. 

The  brickUyera  btve  an  arbitrary  rale 
that  all  l>elonging  to  their  trade  have  to 
obey.  When  bricks  are  being  I  .id  a  line  i* 
drawn  tlie  dtstaro-e  of  tlie  wall  and  divid¬ 
ed  by  kn  ots,  and  each  mu  works  in  one  of 
these  divisions.

That  did  not  satisfy  them,  eo  a 
meeting  ot  the  Hod  Carriers'  A-S  iciation 
was. culled,  et  winch  t  was  decided  not  to 
canty  more  than  fifteen  bricks  in  a  hod 
This  made  the  employer  so  angry  that  b<- 
introduced  a  steam  elevator  into  llu* 
ouilding  which  would  take  a  wheelbarrow 
of  bricks  up  to  the  topmost  story,  where 
they  could  lie  wheeled  to  their deatin-ition 
Th*  indignant  men  then  called  aootlier 
meeting  and  resolved  not  to  work  in  a 
build  ng  where  steam  was  u*ed  to  carry  up 
bricks.  And  so  it  g»ea.  Trades’  unions 
may  he  a  great  protection  to  wr-rkmen,  bat 
they  are  a  great  uuumocv  to  employer*.

-  The  elevated  railroad  which  run* 
through  Greenwich  street  and  Ninth  ave¬ 
nue.  lias  now  liecome  an  established  rae- 
ro-isacd  hi*  solved  the  problem  of  rapid 
transit.  Although  I  have  p**a<d  under 

•  his  road  nearly  every  day  wince  it  ha* 
been  liuilt,  I  never  npde  over  it  till  lately. 
The  road  runs  along  Ike  outer  edge  nf  the 
oblewaik.  and  on  a  level  with  the  second 
-tory  windows,  and  there  are  stations  at 
every  few  blocks  along  the  mute.  The 
oars  are  Urge  seating  about  fifty  person*, 
and  they  are  handsomely  upholstered  and 
well  ventilated.  The  windows  are  large 
and  open  wider  than  is  usual  in  cars, 
which  giva  the  passenger*  an  unobstruct 
ed  and  very  interearing  view  of  the  second 
•lories  along  the  line.  The  blinds  nf 
some  nf  the  booses  were  keptcloead,  while 
other*  careless  of  observation,  were  flung 
wide  open.  Th.  inhaoiunifc  of  these  sec¬ 
ond  stone*  seemed  to  take  little  or  no  tn- 
terrat  in  the  piaeing  rare.  Th<  r#  waa  cow- 
aider-rid*  difference  in  the  appearance  nf 
tlie  rooms  into  which  we  peeped.  In  al 
moat  every  window  there  were  plants  or 
vine*  growing  as  luxuriantly  aa  though 
tin  y  had  had  the  very  Unt  oleer*.

They  are  going  to  work  inttns 
d roleiy  to  burid  Ut*  track  out  In  the  Park 
and  will  soon  have  a  branch  running 
ncram  Forty  second  street  to  the  Grand 
Central  Depot.  The  Company  design  ev¬ 
entually  tn  run  n  doubt*  track  eronod  the 
entire  city  one  on  each  aid*  of  Ut*  street, 
■>  that  ttiere  will  be  no  interference  of  any 
kind,  and  no  becking  of  engine*.  Then 
they  can  run  their  care  every  two,  Instead 
of  *v«-ry  fltuen  minuteA  Tli*  present  plan

The  following  addreM,  written  by  Rev. 
H.  D.  Ganoe,  in  pursuance  of  a  vote  of  the 
American  Tract  8ociety  at  its  last  meeting 
-n  motion  of  Cbsnc-Uor  Crosby,  1#  com 
mended  to  the  thoaghtful  consideration  o' 
the  Christian  people  of  the  United  States: 

In  May,  1875.  the  American  Tract  So 
ciety  will  be  haH  a  century  old  ;  and  two 
year*  loeoce,  in  1878,  our  naii--n  will  be  • 
century  old.  The  nation,  therefore,  bad 
*ot  completed  the  half  of  the  first  ro-n tory 
when  this  great  project  of  evangelizing  it 
with  printed  truth  was  set  on  foot.  From 
that  hour  till  this  our  national  growth  and 
thia  great  means  of  national  evangelization 
have  developed  t-'gether. 

It  Is  no  disparagement  of  other  aoctetiea 
which  aim  at  tke  same  general  result,  to 
claim  special  attention  to  tlie  earlv  estab¬ 
lishment  of  the  American  Tract  Society 
Which  of  them  <dl, the  B'We  Society  alone 
excepted,  h *s  so  united  the  sympathies 
and  •  Boris  uf  ill  CUriatUn# ;  which  ka» 
put  divine  truth  Into  such  varied,  perm* 
uent, till  intelligible  forma,  has  scattered 
tlie  tmtb  e»  widely,  or  has  sera  it  spring 
up  into  oo  general  u  harvest  f 

There  Is  scarcely  a  home  in  city  or  coun¬ 
try,  ora  log  house  or  miner’s  cabin  on  the 
trontier;  there  was  hardly  a  tent  during 
the  war,  and  there  I*  rarely  s  ship  sailing 
trom  onr  ports,  to  which  this  S-xdety  has 
not  brought  at  least  the  offer  of  the  hav- 
vinu  message  of  the  Gospel. 

The  annual  issues  of  these  fifty  years 
hav*  averaged  mote  than  ten  millions  ol 
publications;  more  than  half  a  million  ol 
thesl  being  volumes.  And  i-ven  this  im¬ 
mense  average  is  exceeded  by  the  present 
products  of  the  Society's  presses. 

Think  of  nearly  sidy  thousand  evsn 
gelical  publications  s  day,  of  which  nearly 
two  thousand  are  volumes  I 

It  is  well  known  that  the  Tract  Society 
has  lieen  trained  and  conducted  on  the  as¬ 
sumption  that  there  are  certain  central 
sonl -saving truths  of  deeper  import  to  lost 
ms*  than  say  distinctive  denominational 
Iwlief*  or  poiicieA  Without  in  the  lea-t 
questioning  the  importance  of  these  latter 
-i  tat  (actions  within  their  own  sphere,  the 
Tract  Society  aims,  ia  presenting  those 
central  doctrines,  to  lead  men  only  to 
Ohrist ;  being  persuaded  that  every  true 
convert  will  thtreafter  tie  sure  to  receive 
farther  development  In  faith  and  service  in 
Mime  one  of  the  established  deootni  .a- 
lioaa. 

To  select  snd  prepare  an  uadenomina 
t tonal  literature  of  this  character  would 
be  s  most  important  task,  even  if  every 
book  or  tract  so  prepared  were  required  to 
be  bought  st  a  reasonable  price.  Since 
I  rod  books  are  multiplied  at  a  tearful  rate, 
and  since  a  depraveO  taste  will  have  them, 
it  is  nn  office  of  Christian  benevolence  to 
multiply  and  to  sell  at  the  lowest  rote* good 
book*  which  forestall  the  bad.  For  thi* 
wntk  of  printing  and  sale  the  Tract  So¬ 
ciety  is,  by  God'*  bi  rasing  on  the  forecast 
and  help  of  good  men,  very  largely  lur- 
nished.  It  is  probable  that  this  form  ol 
its  important  work  will  never  cease  or  lie 
embarrassed  while  ths  nation  end  urea, 
though  ft  can  only  be  expended  as  the 
chnroh  affords  the  raeana.  The  most  press 
ing  want  in  this  direotioa  is  of  s  special 
fund  for  publishing  books  and  tracts  to  b 
lurnishea  cheaply  to  German  and  Scandi¬ 
navian  immigrants,  so  many  thousands  ot 
whom  are  already  bare,  to  be  followed  An¬ 
nually  bv  many  thousands  more. 

But  thia  Society  can  produce  far  more 
of  three  publications  than  ean  be  dispneed 
of  by  sale.  There  are  the  really  poor,  who 
cannot  buy  ;  and  the  Indifferent,  who  will 
not.  There  are  immigrants,  sallms,  pine 
sera,  Chinamen,  and  others,  to  be  supplied 
within  our  own  bounds  ;  and  bwyond 
three  there  is  so  immense  work  done  by 
American  and  other  mlosionsrira  in  foreign 
lands,  iu  which  the  Treat  Society  Is  pre¬ 
pared  to  m-xr  th*  mote  efficient  help. 

There  have  thus  been  developed  three 
forms  of  lb*  Booiety’t  work  which  are 
strictly  benevolent,  and  which,  by  Ihi- 
cnmpieteneas  ol  their  organisation,  by 
tbsir  broad  scope,  and  large  promise,  chal¬ 
lenge  ih#  sympathy  and  gifts  of  all  Amari- 
ran  Chri>  tt«na.
